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DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a polymer electrolyte composition including all of 
the claimed features. The most pertinent art includes Kohjiya et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,837,157), Miura et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,159,389) and Takatera et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6,159,638). 

The prior art references do not teach or suggest a polymer electrolyte composition 
wherein 

1 . A polymer electrolyte composition comprising: 

(1) a crosslinked material of a polyether binary copolymer which has a main chain 
consisting of repeating units of formula (i) and crosslinking units of formula (ii), and 
which has a weight-average molecular weight of 1 04 to 1 07, 

wherein R1 is an ethylenically unsaturated group having an ester linkage, 

(2) an electrolyte solution comprising an aprotic organic solvent, 
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(3) an additive, as an optical ingredient, which comprises an ether compound having an 
ethylene oxide unit, and 

(4) an electrolyte salt compound comprising a lithium salt compound, 

wherein the amount of the electrolyte solution is within the range of 100 to 10,000 parts 
by weight, based on 1 00 parts by weight of the polvether binary copolymer.
